As the British and American 
forces converged on the Kasserine 
Pass, some German forces tried to 
escape down the Feriana road. Al 
lied planes took out after them, 
sweeping back and fourth in low- 
level machine-gunning attacks as 
the Germans tumbled out of trucks

For this service 
to mankind, as well as to Russia, the Red 
army fully deserves the credit that all the 
United Nations so willingly accord it.
